If the dem ocrats straddle as well as 
the republicans we will nom inate Sen­ 
ator Teller for president on a free sil 
ver platform and elect him in Novem­ 
ber.”

“The silver men will not bolt. Mr. 
De Young was talking to me a short 
tim e ago. He said: 
‘We silver men 
w ill go w ith you this time, but we’ll 
get free coinage, and then you’ll go 
w ith us.’ 
I have talked to several in­ 
fluential silver men and that seems to 
be the general opinion. They will make 
as good a fight as their sixty-nine dele­ 
gates can m ake for silver, and then 
abide by the opinion of the m ajority. 
Of course some may leave the conven­ 
tion, but I cannot find one man who is 
ready now to declare'th a t he is going 
to bolt. 
The national convention is a 
sound-money convention and a sound- 
money platform will be adopted.

New York, June 13.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Speculative reaction has not in the 
least changed the business outlook. 
The fictitious prices made for wheat 
and cotton m eant no good except for in­ 
dividuals, and the change to prices 
more nearly in accord with actual re­ 
lations of demand and supply only 
conform s to conditions which have 
been well known for months. 
The a t­ 
tack on stocks on W ednesday was so 
plainly 
artificial 
that 
its influence 
passed with the day, and neither in 
foreign relations nor in domestic busi­ 
ness was there anything 
to justify 
alarm . 
The governm ent report as to wheat 
indicated a much sm aller yield than 
anybody really expects, but that has 
become so much the rule that the re­ 
port had no real influence, and 
the 
principal effect was the serious depres­ 
sion caused by large sales in anticipa­ 
tion of the report which seemed to be 
thoroughly known in advance to some 
speculators. 
W hile 
Atlantic 
exports 
for the week were 1,588,158 bushels, 
flour included, 
against only 803,539 
bushels last year, the comparison 
is 
obviously exceptional and significant, 
while the receipts at western ports of 
2,429,345 
bushels, 
against 
1,386,230 
bushels last year, show persistency of 
conditions which have governed the 
movements during the whole-year. 
The government estim ate as to cot­ 
ton was unexpectedly favorable, and 
has caused a decline of more than half 
a cent in a single week, but it is only 
just to say that some reaction from ar­ 
tificial prices would have come earlier 
if inform ation much more reliable than 
that of the governm ent had not been 
persistently discredited. 
It is not the tim e to look for marked 
im provem ent in industries, 
and 
the 
best thing that can be said of them is 
that none have as yet been seriously 
disturbed by the threatened labor diffi­ 
culties. 
It seems not improbable that 
all such difficulties may be averted, 
except, perhaps, the controversy about 
wages of iron puddlers and tin plate 
"workers. 
The textile m anufacturers are m ak­ 
ing no improvement. 
The accumula­ 
tion of cotton goods continues, print 
cloths have declined 
to 
the 
lowest 
point ever reached, and a general stop­ 
page to relieve the m arket is expected. 
Sales of wool in two weeks of June

pounds, 
against 12,561,965 last year,

gain is expected in the m anufacture 
for some time to come.

Mule Kicks Over a Gas Lamp—Im­ 
prisoned Men Escape Through the 
Airshaft— Lots 
W ill Be Heavy— 
Aid Is Sent From Springfield To 
Fight Flames. 


Pana, 111., June 13.—Nearly IOO men 
had a narrow escape with their lives in 
the coal mine at Taylorsville Friday 
m orning from a furious fire th at sta rt­ 
ed there. 
Fortunately all were saved 
by means of the escapem ent shaft. The 
fire was in the mine of the Taylorsville 
Coal company, and was started at 8 
o’clock by one of the mules in the 
stables at the bottom of the shaft, 
kicking over a gas lamp. This ignited 
the hay and other surrounding inflam­ 
mable m aterial, which ignited the tim ­ 
bers and casings supporting the roof 
of the mine. 
The fire gained rapidly 
and, aided by gas, soon spread to the 
main entry, where it had direct access 
to the shaft. 
Reaching this, it leaped 
to i he surface of th e mine, igniting 
the costly casing in the shaft, which it 
eompb'tely destroyed. The fire belched 
from the mouth of the mine like a vol­ 
cano, and soon the entire top works, 
engine house, hoisting tower, fan house 
and other surface buildings were in 
flames, and in a rem arkably short tim e 
were a mass of smoldering ruins, in­ 
cluding all the machinery. 
The departm ent at Taylorsville was 
utterly unable to do anything with the 
fire, and after working for six hours 
fighting 
the flames, 
wired to Chief 
H aw ker of the Pana fire departm ent to 
come on a special train. At th at time, 
however, the Pana fire departm ent was 
busy battling with two furious confla­ 
grations in this city, and replied th at 
it was busy and it was impossible to 
go. 
The Springfield departm ent was 
then wired for help, and responded 
with a portion of its departm ent and 
equipments. 
W hen the fire first broke out there 
were nearly IOO men in the mine, but 
they succeeded in m aking their exit 
through the air and escapement shaft. 
Two men were rescued after being 
overcome by smoke but were brought 
to consciousness 
on arriving 
at the 
surface. 
The mine has a num ber of very val­ 
uable contracts, which will have to be 
canceled. The conflagration also throw s 
250 men out of employment. The loss - 
can hardly be estim ated, owing to the 
I continuation of the conflagration, but 
it canno’ foot less than $35,000, includ­ 
ing all damages up to the present hour. 
If the fire continues in the mine the 
damage will be inestimable, and the 
mine will in all probability have to be 
abandoned. 
At a late hour the fire 
was still raging, with but slight indi- 1 
cations of being subdued under less 
than tw enty-four hours. The company 
carried no insurance and the loss will 
consequently be total.
